ESSAYS AND COMMUNICATIONS. 
CONSTRUCTION OF RAILROADS. 

Ist, A Picce of Plate, of Fifty Guineas value, will be given 
for the best and approved Essay on the Construction of Rail- 
roads, for the conveyance of ordinary commodities. In this 
essay it will be essential to keep in view how far Railroads can 
be adapted for common use in a country,—the means of laden 
carriages surmounting the elevations occurring in their course,— 
and whether Railroads or the wheels of carriages may be so 
constructed as to be applicable to ordinary roads, as well as to 
Railroads, so that no inconvenience shall be experienced on 
leaving either to travel on the other. The essay to be accom- 
panied with such models or drawings as shall be sufficient to 
illustrate the statements it contains. 

It is desirable that some account should be given of the prin- 
cipal Railroads in Britain, together with a brief history of their 
introduction. Competitors are requested to have in view, that 
the object of the Society is to obtain new information, or what 
is truly valuable. This premium not to be decided until No- 
vember 1822. 


DESTRUCTION OF INSECTS INJURIOUS TO CROPS, 


2d, A Piece of Plate, of Thirty Guineas value, will be given 
for the best and approved Essay describing the various insects 
which are injurious to Crops, pointing out the most effectual 
means of destroying them, and of repressing or preventing their 
ravages, without affecting the vegetables themselves. 

The author will observe, that drawings or specimens of the 
insects (and in their different stages, should they undergo trans= 
formation), must accompany the essay; and that the premium 
will be awarded only to an essay founded on actual experiment, 
and containing information previously unknown to the public.

4 thy A Piece cf Plate, of iifteen Guineas value, will be given 
for the best and approved: plan, founded on actual experiment, 
of promoting Heat in C ottages, both in respect to the most ef- 
ectual and the most economical at pplication of fuel. The essays 
mus t be accompanied wi vith such draw ‘ings 6r models as will il. 
lustiate the plan therein recommended. 


RULES OF COMPETITION. 


In all essays or comm unications, it is expected, that, when 
facts not generally kuown are stated, they will be authenticated 
by proper references, and also that the essays shall be written 
in a fair and legible hand. ‘The Society would likewise recom- 
mend that one page of the folio may be Icft blank, for any ob- 
servations which msy occur to members of the Society on per- 
usal, 

The essays on sub yjects 2d, 3d, and 4th ahove specified must 
be lodged at the Society’s Chambers, on or before the 10th No- 
vember 1 1821; and on subject tst by 10:h November 1822. 

A seated note, contai ipinig the author’s name, and inscribed 
on the bax x with the motte or device of his essay or communi- 
cation, must be lodged therewith ; and when the motto or de- 
vice on the « essay, or sealed note, is ieglected by the author, 
such essay will not be allowed to compete for any premium. 

N. B.—None of the sealed notes, except those which bear 
the distinguishing motto or device of essays found entitled 
to the w hole, or a part of the premium advertised, will be 

opened; and the S ciety is to be at liberty to publish the 
essays, or extracts from them, for which the premium, or 
any part of it, shall be adjudged; and such essays as are 
not found entitled to my premium, will, with the sealed 
notes, be returned to the authors when called for. 
Farther, ony application from the gainers of these premiums, 
the Scciety, in such cases as they may sce proper, will allow 
them to he said i in money. 


INTRODUCTION OF &VOOLSTAPLING IN 
SCOTLAND. 


To the Woolstapler who shall first establish himself in Scot- 
jand, betwixt and the first day of Janu ays 1822, in a situation 
to be approved by the Directors—One Llundred Guineas. The 
woolstapier who intends to claim this premium must, previous 
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to settling, intimate his intention to the Society, and produce 
satisfactory testimonials of his een The premium not 
to be awarded until January 1823, upon satisfactory evidence 
being produced to the Society of the exertions of the competi- 
tor, ‘and the degree of success which has attended the establish- 
ment. 

N. B.—A principal object of the Society in offering this Pre- 
mium is, to evince its opinion of the advantages which 
would be derived from the introduction of W oolstapling 
in Scotland; and in the hope that proprietors of sheep 
farms and wool-growers mzy ‘adopt such measures as may 
secure that object. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH SALT. 


The duty on Rock Salt, to be applied to purposes connected 
With agriculture, having been reduced, by an act of Parliament 
passed in 1818, to 2s. Gd. per bushel, or 5/, per ton, the fol- 
lowing Premiums are offered for experiments with Salt. 

I. To the person in Scotland who shall make, and report to 
the Society, the best and satisfactory experiments on the 
effects of Salt asa Manure, in general—A Picee of Plate 
of Thirty Guineas value, or that sum in money. 

Il. To the person in Scotland who shall make, and report to 
the Society, the best and satisfactory experiments on the 
‘effect of Salt in feeding and fattening of Live Stock—A 
Piece of Plate of Thirty Guineas value, or that sum in 
money. 

It is required, that the extent of land to be treated with salt 
shall not be less than five English acres; and that the number 
of live stock, in the feeding ‘of which salt is used, shall not be 
fewer than five black cattle and tw enty sheep. The respective 
reports must distinctly specify the nature of the experiments, 
and how often repeated ; the quantity and proportion of salt em- 
sloyed; and any other circumstances connected with the sub- 
ject, which may be considered material. The Reports to be 
lodged, at the Society’s Chambers, on or before the 10th No- 
vember, 1821, accompanied with certificates by two Members of 
the Society, or by one Member and a Justice of the Peace, in 
support of the several matters therein detailed. 

N. B.—Persons intending to compete for the Premiums for 
Experiments with Salt, will receive all necessary informa- 
tion as to the means of procuring Rock Salt, &e., upon 
application to the Collector, or other Officer of Excise, 
for the district, or at the Society’s Chambers here. 
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IMPROVEMENT OF THE DAIRY, 


IN THE FOLLOWING DISTRICTs. 


Ist District, to comprehend the Counties of Haddington and 
Linlithgow. 

: 2d District, the Counties of Stirling, Dumbarton, and Ren- 
rew. 

To the person, in the first district, who shall have kept the 
best managed dairy, of not less than six cows, from Ist Novem- 
ber 1820 to 1st November 1821—A Piece of Plate of Twelve 
Guineas value, with a suitable inscription. 

To the person who shall have kept the second best managed 
dairy, in said district, within the period, and under the condi- 
tions aforesaid—EKight Guineas. 

To the person, in the second district, who shall have kept the 
best managed dairy, of not less than six cows, from Ist. Novem- 
ber 1821 to lst November 1822—A Piece of Plate of Twelve 
Guineas value, with a suitable inscription. 

To the person, in the said second district, who shall have 
kept the second best managed dairy, as aforesaid, from Ist No- 
ber 1821 to Ist November 1822—Ten Guineas. 

To the person, in the second district, who shall have kept 
the third best managed dairy, as aforesaid, from 1st November 
1821 to ist November 1822— Eight Guineas. 

In competing for these Premiums, it will be necessary to spe- 
cify, in general terms, the quality of the Cows—how long 
each has been in the possession of the competitor, as the 
number must be always complete; also the quality of the 
different kinds of produce of the dairy, and whether con- 
sumed in family or sent to markét, with any other circum- 
stances which may appear material. 

For the-1st District, Reports to be lodged with the Secretary 
by Ist December 1821, and for the second District by Ist 
December 1822. The Reports to be verified by the affi- 
davits of the competitors as to the facts therein stated, and 
farther certified by two Members of the Society, as to what 
may occur to them after inspection. 

The Society has it in view afterwards to extend these Pre- 
miums to other districts of the country. 





IMPROVEMENT OF WASTE LANDS, 


IN THE FOLLOWING DISTRICTS OF THE COUNTY OF ARGYLL. 


i. The first district to contain Ardnamurchan, Morven, Su- 
nart, Kingerloch, and Ardgour. 
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2. Those parts of the parishes of Dunoon and Inverchaolain, 
lying to the south of the Bagieburn and the water of Inver- 
chaolain. 

To the tenant in the first district who shall, betwixt the Ist 
day of February 1820, and the first day of November 1821, 
have brought into arable culture the greatest extent of land not 
previously improved or in cultivation, not less than two Scots 
acres, and raise a white crop thereon—Ten Guineas. 

For the second greatest extent, as aforesaid, not less than 1}, 
Scots acres—Six Guineas. 

For the third greatest extent, not less than one Scots acre— 
Four Guineas. 

To the tenant in the second district who shall, before the Ist 
day of November 1821, bring into arable culture the greatest 
extent of land not hitherto improved or in cultivation, not less 
than a Scots acre and a half, and raise any green crop thereon 
—Eight Guineas. 

For the second greatest extent in said second district, as 
aforesaid, not less than one Scots acre—Five Guineas. 

For the third greatest extent in the second district—Three 
Guineas. 

N. B.—Certificates of improvement of waste lands must be 
subscribed by two Members of the Society, or by one 
Member, along with a Justice of the Peace, or the Minis- 
ter of the parish, and must specify the extent of ground 
improved, with the situation and quality before, and condi- 
tion after the improvement, with the quantity, quality, and 
description of white or green crop raised thereon. Certi- 
ficates to be transmitted to the Secretary by 10th Novem- 
ber 1821.

IMPROVING THE QUALITY OF GRAIN. 
I.—Drittep WHEAT. 


IN A DISTRICT COMPREHENDING THE COUNTIES OF MORAY, 
NAIRN, INVERNESS, ROSS AND CROMARTY, 


To the tenant who shall have the greatest extent of ground, 
within the counties of Moray, Nairn, Inverness, Ross and Cro- 
marty, properly sown down in Drilled Wheat with a machine, 
crop 1821—a Piece of Plate of Twenty Guineas value. And 
to the tenant who shall have the next greatest extent, as afore- 
said—a Piece of Plate of Ten Guineas value. 

The extent of ground not to be less than ten acres Scots mea- 
ture on one farm. Competitors to transmit to the Secretary of 
she Socicty, between and 20th March 1822, a certificate under. 
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the hand of a regular landmeasurer, specifying the extent of 
ground so sown down, with a particular account of the manage- 
ment of the ground, nature of the soil, the quantity of seed 
sown, the expense of preparing and manuring the land, sowing, 
hoeing, and reaping the crop, and the amount of the produce, 
compared with the extent, management, quantity of seed, ex- 
pense and produce of wheat sown broad-cast on ground of simi- 
lar quality on the same farm, and specially adverting to the 
comparative weights of the grain produced. 

’. B.—Those intending to compete, are required to intimate, 
in writing, to the Secretary, by 20th March 1821, in order 
that Members of the Society, or a Committee to be named, 
may have an opportunity of viewing the operations, and 
reporting thereupon. 


IIl.—Bariey, anp Bear or Biaa, 
OF THE GREATEST WEIGHT, IN THE FOLLOWING DISTRICTS, 


1. Wigtonshire. 

2. That district of Dumbartonshire from the Leven to the 
Enrick, and of Stirling and Perthshires from the Enrick to 
Loch Katrine, compisbeading the parishes of Kilmaronock, 
Drymen, Buchanan, Balfron, Fintry, Aberfoyle, Port, and 
Callender, and that part of the parish of Kippen to the south of 
the turnpike road.

To the tenant in each of the districts Nos. 1 and 2 above- 
mentioned, who shall raise Barley of the greatest weight, upon 
any farm within the district, crop 1821—A Piece of Plate of 
Ten Guiheas value, or that sum in money. And to the tenant 
in each of the said two first mentioned districts, who shall raise 
Barley next in weight as aforesaid—Five Guineas. 

To the tenant in cach of the districts Nos. 1 and 2 above- 
mentioned, who shall raise Bear or Bigg of tlie greatest weight, 
upon any farm within the district, crop 1821—A Piece of Plate 
of Ten Guineas value, or that sum in money. And to the te- 
nant who shall raise Bear or Bigg, next in weight, in each of the 
said two districts as aforesaid—Five Guineas. 

To the tenant in the third district who shall raise Bear or 
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Bige, of the greatest nyighte upon any farm within the district, 
crop 1821—A. Piece of e of Fifteen Guineas value, or that 
sum in moncy. And to c tenant who shall raise Bear or Bigg 
next in weight i in said third district—Ten Guineas. 

N.B.—The Barley, or Bear and Bigg, in any of the cases, 
not to be less than 20 bolls of Linlithgow standard — 
sure, and the whole quantity, for districts Nos. | and 2, 
be weighed between the 10th and 24th November, and "for 
the third district between the 20th November and 10th De- 
cember 1821, and the weight to be avoirdupois. The mea- 
sure and weight to be ascertained in the presence of, and. 
certified | by a Member of this Society, or Justice of Peace, 
whose certificate shall be accompanied by the affidavit of 
the persons who actually weighed the gre ain. Ifthe weight 
shall be equal i in competing ‘for any of the premiums, the 
tenant who has the largest quantity to receive the highest 
premium; but the seme person not to receive the premium 
for Bear and Bigg as well as for Barley, in the two districts 
where premiums for both are offered. ‘The certificates and 
affidavits to be lodged at the Society’s Chambers, on or be- 
fore 20th December 1821. 

These premiums were given in three districts of Perth and 

Inverness- shires in former years. If it shall be found that in the 


districts in which they are now offered, they may be attended 
with beneficial effects, as connected with the establishment of 
legal distilleries, they will be hereafter extended to other districts.

To the actual farmer, being a tenant in said Ist district, rent- 
ing lands as above specified, ‘who shall have the next greatest 
extent (not less than one Scots acre) of his arable land under 
turnips as aforesaid—Three Guineas. 


To the actual farmer, being a tenant in said Ist district, rent- 
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‘ing lands directly of the proprietor, above 15/. and under 401. 
sterling of yearly rent, who shall have the greatest extent (not 
less than three Scots acres) of his arable land under a crop of 
turnips, three times hoed in 1821—Seven Guineas. 

To the actual farmer, being a tenant in said district, renting 
lands above [5/. and under 40/. as aforesaid, who shall have 
the next greatest extent (not less than two Scots acres)—Five 
Guineas. 

To the actual farmer, being a tenant in the 1st district, rent- 
ing lands as aforesaid, not exceeding 15/. Sterling yearly, who 
shall have had the greatest extent (not less than one acre and a 
half Scots measure) of his arable land, well cleaned, and proper- 
ly sown down with a crop of red clover and rye-grass in 1820 ; 
which crop shall have been carefully protected from cattle, 
sheep, &c. after the grass-seeds were sown, and made into hay 
in 1821, for the first year’s cutting—Six Guineas. 

To the actual farmer, being a tenant renting lands not exceed- 
ing 15/. Sterling, who shall have the next greatest extent (not 
less than one Scots acre) under sown grasses as aforesaid—Five 
Guineas. 

To the actual farmer, being a tenant in the Ist district, rent- 
ing lands above 15/. and under 40/. yearly, who shall have had 
the greatest extent (not less than three Scots acres) of his ara- 
ble lands sown down with red clover and rye-grass in 1820, as 
aforesaid, and made into hay in 1821, for the first year’s cutting

To the actual farmer, whether small proprietor or tenant in 
Orkney, renting or occupying lands from 15/. to 30/. Sterling 
of yearly rent or value, who shall have the greatest extent (not 
Jess than two Scots acres) of his arable land under a turnip crop, 
dressed as aforesaid—Five Guineas. 
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‘To the tenant in Orkney, renting lands from 302. to 501. 
Sterling yearly, who shall have the greatest extent (not less 
than three Scots acres) of his arable land under a crop of tur- 
nips as aforesaid—Eight Guineas.

To the actual farmer, whether proprictor or tenant, occupy- 
ing lands from 15/. to 30/. Sterling of yearly value, who shall 
have the greatest extent (not less than three Scots acres) manag- 
ed as aforesaid, and the crop made into hay, for the first year’s 
cutting in 1821—Seven Guineas.

Sterling 
of yearly rent or value, who shal! have the greatest extent (not 
less than two Scots acres) of his arable land under a turnip crop, 
as aforesaid—Five Guineas. 

To the tenant in Shetland, renting lands from 30/. to 501. 
Sterling of yearly value, who shall have the greatest extent (not 
less than five Scots acres) of his arable land under a crop of 
turnip, as aforesaid—Eight Guineas. 
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To the actual farmer, being a small proprietor or tenant in 
Shetland, occupying lands not exceeding 10/. Sterling of yearly 
value, who shall have had the greatest extent (not less than half 
an acre Scots measure) of his arable land well cleaned, and pro- 
perly sown down with a crop cf red clover and ryegrass in 1820, 
which crop shall have been carefully protected froin cattle, sheep, 
&c., after the grass seeds were sown, and made into hay in /821, 
for the first year’s cutting—Three Guineas. 

To the actual farmer in Shetland, whether proprietor or te- 
nant, renting lands from 10/. to 30/. Sterling, who shall have 
the greatest extent (not less than two Scots acres) of his arable 
land sown down, managed, protected, and the crop made into 
hay, for the first year’s cutting in 1821, as aforesaid—Five 
Guineas. 

To the tenant in Shetland, paying not less than 30/. nor more 
than 50/. Sterling of rent, who shall have the greatest extent (not 
less than four Scots acres) of his arable land, sown down, ma- 
naged, protected, and the crop made into hay for the first year’s 
cutting in 1821, as aforesaid—Ten pounds Sterling. 

N. B.—Certificates as to the premiums for turnips and sown 
grasses, are to be subscribed by two Members of the Society, 
or by one Member, along with a Justice of Peace, or the 
Minister of the parish, and must specify the particulars in 
the respective articles above described, with any other cir- 
cumstances relative to the mode of cultivation which may 
appear material. The certificates must farther specify the 
amount of rent paid by the tenant; and in the event of the 
whole, or a part of such rent, being payable in grain, the 
same is to be converted into money at the fiar prices of the 
counties for the preceding year; and in the case of small 
proprietors in Orkney and Shetland, the rent of their pro- 
perty, or the rent at which it would let to a tenant, must 
likewise be duly certified. By actual farmer, is meant a 
person who makes his livelihood principally by farming. 
Certificates to be transmitted to the Secretary by the loth 
December 1821. 

If several tenants are joined in a farm, and compete for the 
premiums, the ground on which they compete must be in 
one, and not in several pieces; and no more than five te- 
nants shall be allowed to compete jointly, whatever their 
rent may be.

RULES OF COMPETITION. 


1. The convener, with the approbation of a quorum of the 
Judges for conducting the competitions, are respectively autho- 
rized, in such cases as they shall see proper, to divide the two 
premiums allowed for bulls into three premiums, in such pro- 
portions as they shall approve, the first premium for bulls not 
being less than Ei ht Guineas; and, in like manner, to divide 
the sums allowed for queys into three premiums, fixing their 
amount. 

2. Farther, at the several cattle competitions above mention- 
ed, it shall be in the power of the Judges who attend, to with- 
hold the premiums, in any case where it shall appear to them 
that the bulls and queys produced are of such an inferior kind 
ag to render it inex elient to award premiums to their owners. 

3. The times and also the places of competition (with the ex- 
ceptions specified in the next article) are to be fixed by the 
eonveners, with the advice of at least a quorum of their respec- 


° 
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tive committees; and the competitions are to take place be- 
tween the Ist day of August and the Ist day of November next. 

4. Ormiclade is fixed as the place of competition for the 9th 
district.—Drumleymichkillichtachan for the 11th district, and 
Kilmarnock tor the 12th district. 

5. The conyener of each Committee to give timely notice to 
the other Judges of the district, of the place and day of compe- 
tition ;- and to be particularly careful that the same be intimated 
at the several parish Church doors within the district, for a¢ 
least two successive Sundays previous to the competition. 

6. As these premiums were given in several of the abov 
mentioned districts in 1820, and in some of them also in 1819, 
it is to be observed, that the Society does not admit a Bull 
which may have gained the first premium in a former year, to 
be produced in competition this year in the same district. But 
a Bull which may have gained the second premium, may be al- 
lowed to compete for the first premium, either in the district in 
which he was formerly produced, or in another district. 

7. The same person not to obtain more than one of the pre- 
miums for Bulls, or more than one of the premiums for Queys, 
in one year, 

8. In order to entitle the competitors to their respective pre- 
miums, a regular report, signed by all the Judges who attend the 
competition, must be transmitted bY the Conveners, so as to be 
received by the Secretary on or before the 10th day of Decem- 
ber next, and which report must specify the ages of the Bulls 
and Queys preferred ;*the length of time the Bulls have been 
in the possession of the competitors; and, with respect to the 
Queys, that they were bred by the competitors, and were their 
property on the day of competition s the number of Bulls and 
Queys respectively produced thereat; the names and designa- 
tions of the persons to whom the premiums have been adjudg- 
ed; amount of premiums voted to each; and, in general, that 
all the rules of competition, fixed by the Society as above men- 
tioned, have been strictly observed ; and, in particular, that the 
previous intimations to the Judges, and advertisements at church 
doors, were regularly made as required. 

With reference to the competition for the 12th district, the 
report must specify that the Bulls and Queys preferred were of 
the true Ayrshire breed, and were bred by the competitors.

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IMPROVING SHEEP PASTURE. 


PREMIUMS FOR MAKING SHEEP DRAINS IN THE FOLLOWING 
DISTRICTS. 


1. The district-of country within the following boundary, viz. 
—The great road leading from Doune by Callender in ‘Mon- 
teith and Lochearnhead to Killin—from Killin to Kenmore by 
Lochtay, and the road leading from Kenmore by Amulree to 
Crieff—from Crieff by the road leading to Dumblane—and by 
the road leading from thence to Doune. 

2. The county of Lanark. 

To the tenant in each of the two districts above described, 
who shail, betwixt and 10th Novembers1821, make the greatest 
number of roods (not less than 6000, of 184 feet each rood) of 
sheep drains on his ferm, at his own expense—Fifteen Guineas, 
or a Picce of Plate of that value, in his option.

‘To the person in the district above described, who Shall, be- 
tween and the Ist October 1822, execute in an effectual man- 
ner, the greatest extent, not less than 500 roods of drain in moss 
or bog lands, with a view to the amelioration of the climate, as 
well as to the improvement of the soil—A Piece of Plate of 
Twenty Guineas Value. 

For the next greatest extent as aforesaid, not less than 300 
roods—A Piece of Plate of Ten Guineas Value. ‘ 

Competitors will attend, that these Premiums being offered 
chiefly with a view to the amelioration of the climate, the Socie- 
ty understands them to apply, not to hill and pasture grounds, 
which may be improved by surface or sheep drains, but to those 
tracts of flow moss and bog lands, usually situated at a lower 
level, and frequently with nearly a flat surface. 

It is required that the fees | shall be drained, so as to be 
effectually cleared of stagnant water and superabundant mois- 
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ture, and, in as far as circumstances will admit, rendered fit for 
planting, raising grain, or producing useful herbage for the 
pasturage of cattle and sheep. 

Certificates in favour of competitors, specifying the above 
particulars, to be subscribed by two Members of the Society, 
who shall have seen the state of the ground previous to, and at 
the conclusion of the operations, accompanied with a particular 
account, verified by affidavits respecting the extent of the drains 
executed, the state of the ground previous to, and at different 
stages and conclusion of the operations: The mode in which the 
same were executed, with any other circumstances connected 
with the subject, of which it may appear material that the So- 
ciety should be informed, must be transmitted to the Secretary 
of this Society on or before 10th November 1822.

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A premium of .Twenty Guineas, or a Piece of Plate of that va- 
lue, in his option. 

And to the person who shall manufacture the next greatest 
quantity, and of the best quality, as aforesaid —Twelve Guineas. 

To the person, in the district above described, who shali, 
within the same period, manufacture Kelp of the best quality, 
from drift ware, not Jess than 20 tons, upon his property or 
farm—T'ifteen Guineas, or a Piece of Plate of that value. 

And to the person who shall manufacture the next greatest 
quantity, and of the best quality, as aforesaid—Ten Guineas. 

Competitors must lodge, at the Socicty’s Chambers, speci- 
mens of the Kelp so manufactured, not less than 28 /2)., on or 
before ist December, 1822, for the purpose of being analyzed 
under the instructions of the Society; with a statement, verified 
by affidavit, detailing, in a satisfactory manner, the process em- 
ployed in the manufacture, with an account of the plants, and 
whether cut or drift ware, from which the kelp is made, and 
whether of two or three years’ growth, specifying the quantity 
manufactured, and within what period, and that the same is e- 
qual in quality to the specimen transmitted to the Society ; and, 
if sold, to whom and at what price; with any other particulars 
which may be deemed useful and interesting.

Tue Hicuianp Society of Scorianp, fully aware of the 
advantages that might accrue from Friendly Societies, if esta- 
blished upon proper principles, and being desirous of obtaining 
the most. accurate information for enabling the Highland So- 
ciety to suggest a remedy for the evils that have very generally 
prevailed in consequence of the erroneous constitution of these 
Societies,—has resolved to offer Premiums for the best and 
approved statements (founded on the experience of existing 
Friendly Societies, or other Societies in Scotland which make 
provision for their sick members) of the guantum and duration 
of sickness which has been found to occur among their mem- 
bers, with the view of ascertaining the proportion which “ the 
“ average period of health bears to the average period of sick- 
** ness,” and thus obtaining data from which may be comput- 
ed the probable demand for aid among a given number of 
members, and the rate of allowance which any given contribu- 
tion E the members of a Friendly Society can afford to its sick 
members. 
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The Statements ate required to specify, 
1st, The name of the Society referred to, and the date of its 
Establishment. 
2d, The principal occupations of its. Members, and whether 
their chief residence is in towns or in the country. 
8d, The total number of the Members during the year, speci- 
fying how many are free Members; and, if the statement 
embraces more years than one, the total number of Mem- 
bers during each of the years to which it applies; the Sick 
and Superannuated, as well as the contributing Members 
of the Society, being included in reckoning the number.

The Highland Society some time ago offered Ist and 2d pre- 
miums of Fifty Guineas and Ten Guineas, for reclaiming and 
bringing into useful permanent pasture the greatest extent of 
Drift or Blowing Sand, in the Hebrides, and in Orkney and 
Shetland. As the particulars of these premiums were former- 
ly published—the period for commencing the requisite opera- 
tions now past—and the time for deciding the premiums 1822— 
it is thought unnecessary to repeat the particulars here;, but 
competitors, who may wish for farther information, will obtain 
it on application at the Society’s Chambers.
